.^ieutenant James Chappell, the com- 
lander, who -was driving the jeep, 
ulled over to the side and put on 
ids brak es which threw the machine 
ndewise. As the jeep started over 
the cliff, he cut back sharply , but 
the vehicle turned over, throwing 
the men out. All three landed side 
by side in the road. The lieutenant 
said that they all arose and Private 
Herron walk ed to the truck . They 
carried him to the hospital wnere 
he died five hours later. 
J. F. Herron was born in Sy l­ 
vester in 19 25, and was a member 
of the Golan Baptist Church. 
He 
had been in service a y ear, and in 
Germany since June. 
In his last letter to his family , he 
wrote that he had been deer hunting 
and that his party had bagged two 
deer on one trip. He said he wished, 
his father was there to go w:th 
them. This letter was written Octo­ 
ber 28 , 19 45. 
In Lieutenant Chappell’s letter to 
.Mrs. Herron, he wrote, in part: 
“Your son was the most-lik ed and 
the best soldier in all the company . 
And it is with no small sorrow that 
we, his comrades, mourn his pass- 
\ ing. Your son left this earth with 
his job to his country and comrades 
well done.” 
Private Herron is the third son 
from the Golan community to lose 
his life in this war. The first, Ser­ 
geant Harold McClung, who lost his 
life on a mission over Italy in Jan­ 
uary , 19 44, was a cousin of Private 
Herron. Both boy s were grandsons 
of Frank Jeffrey , pioneer citizen of 
? Golan. 
; The other boy who was k illed was 
I>elmar Davis, who died in Germany 
this y ear. He was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Clay ton C. Davis.

This eligibility q u alification dis­ 
tingu ishes the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the United States from all 
other v eteran organizations, p ast or 
p resent.

“ A ll Autho rity ’ 
After his resu rrection, Jesu s said: “All au thority hath beev i 
giv en u nto me in heav en and on earth.” (Matt. 28 :18 -20) 
A 
greater scop e of au thority cannot be contemp lated than “all”. 
Jesu s has that au thority now. 
Why , then, shou ld men seek fo r 
any other au thority in religion? 


“ Hear Ye Him ” 
Jesu s was transfigu red with Moses and Elijah, rep resenta­ 
tiv es of the Patriarchal and Mosaic disp ensat ones. Peter pro ­ 
posed to bu ild three tabernacles— one for Moses, one for Elijah, 
and one for the Lord. A “ bright clou d ov ershadowed 
them,” 
and a v oice sp ok e and said: “This is my belov ed Son, in who m 
I am well p leased; hear y e him.” 
(Matt.. 17 :5 ) When 
they 
lifted u p their ey es, “they saw no one, sav e Jesu s only .” Go d 
had said: “ Hear y e HIM!”

Go d Speaks Thro ugh His So n 
“God, hav ing of old time sp ok en u nto the fathers in the 
p rop hets by div ers p ortions and in div ers manners, hath at the 
end of these day s sp ok en u nto u s in his Son.” There Was a time 
when God sp ok e in different way s and p laces; bu t at the end of 
these day s”— at the end of the day s of div ers sp eak ings— God 
has sp ok en u nto u s in his Son. 
This again emp hasizes that God

Christ’s scop e of au thority is seen in that God has made 
him the u niv ersal head of the chu rch. (Col. 1:18 ; Eph. 1:22, 
23; 5 :23) 
Since he has “all au thority in heav en and on earth” 
(Matt. 28 :18 ), it follows that he is head of the chu rch in heav en 
and also head of the chu rch on earth. He is the only head the 
chu rch has by div ine au thority ; aiiy other head claimed for the 
chu rch is withou t div ine au thority . As head of the church, he 
directs and gu ides it throu gh his word in the New Testament, 
and no one else may assu me su ch au thority with div ine appro v al. 


Co nclusio ns 
There are many sou rces of au thority in religion today . The 
abov e scrip tu res p lainly teach that Jesu s Christ is the only di­ 
v inely constitu ted au thority for u s today . If men really 
want 
to go to heav en does it not seem reasonable that they wou ld ac­ 
cep t this tru th? 
When this tru th is accep ted it means the end 
of all antiq u ated religion, of all corru p ted religion, of all athe­ 
istic religion, of all false religion and the realization of 
the 
u nity tau ght in the New Testament. (John 17 :20-21; I Cor. 1: 
10; Ep h. 4 :1-6). 
May I p lead with y ou , my friends, to read, to stu dy , and 
to obey the au thority of ou r Lord and Master Jesu s Christ which 
au thority is rev ealed to us by his Sp irit gu ided Ap ostles in the 
New Testament.
